The Lease of the Wisconsin Central to the 
Northera Pacitic—Its E exalta. 

St. Patt, Mina., Jan. 17.—[Special.|—Re- 
ferring to the reported consolidation of the 
Northern Pacific aud the Wisconsin Central 
systems General Manager Mellen said today: 
“The contract between the two lines has 
merely been changed into a lease based on a 
percentage of gross earnings.

minutes past 7 o’clock last night within the 


limits of the city. The local accommodation 
on the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton rail- 
road left Winton place at 7 o’ciock last night 
for this city. It was behind time about forty 
minutes. After leaving Winton place the 


railroad cuts through Spring Grove Cemetery. 


The track here is on a sharp curve, and the 
end of the accommodation train had not yet 
disappeared around the curve when the 
express was heard approaching, and in & 
minute more it rushed past ata high rate of 
speed. A mile further on, and directly over 
the tunnel that burrows beneath the tracks 
connecting the two parts of the cemetery, it 
crashed into the rear end of the local train. 

Witn such tremendous power did the en- 
gine strike the rear car that it plowed right 
under it for balf a car’s length, elevating the 
rear portion of the car right into the engine. 
Engineer Ovadly reversed his lever and 
jumped, but the speed of the train was 80 
great that it ran fully a quarter of a mile be- 
fore stopping. 

The stoves and lamps in the local train 
were smashed by the force of the collision 
and set fire to the cvaches. In less than five 
minutes they were wrapped in flames. There 
were about fifty passengers on board, and 
nearly all got out safely. Five per- 
sons, however, were caugut and pinned 
among the breaking timber and were slowly 
roasted to death. The passengers of the es- 
press and residents of the vicinity, together 
with the Cincinnati Fire and Police Depart- 
ments, who were quickly on the scene, could 
do nothing for them, In a quarter of an 
hour it was all over.

That Believed to Mave Been the Fate of a 
Hendsome Lounge Wyoming Girl.

August last Edna Wilson, a pretty girl of 18, 
living in the Big Horn Basin, left her 
mother’s home on horseback to visit a neigh- 
bor. Her way was across a ford of the Big 
Horn River. She failed to reach ber destina- 
tion and it was believed that she had been 
swept away by the rapid currentof tbe river 
and drowned. About a week after Edna’s 
disappearance J. McCoomb, a young stock- 
man of the basin, ieft the region. 
As he was Edne’s lever and was 
paying the girl attentions against her 
mother’s wishes it was current gossip that 
Edna had ridden to some rendezvous where 
McCoombd had joined her and that the couple 
had eloped. ) 
McCoomb, however, returned to the basin 
and denied the elopement story. He sold out 
his ranch and stock, left the region for good, 
and the disappearance of the girl was again 
attributed to the treacherous current of the 
Big Horu. Monday last D. L. Ends, the 
purchaser of the McCoomb place, dis- 
covered the body of the girl buried 
in the earthen floor of a _ deserted 
hunter’s cabin in an unfrequented part of 
the ranch. Identification was complete by 
the clothing and by two gold rings with the 
initials E. W.“ and the name “Edna W.“ 
on them. The head showed the marks of a 
bullet. McCoomb 1s charged with the mur- 
der.

BISHOP TURNER FAVORS BUTLER’S BILL 


Colored People Should Be Provided with 
Means to Leave if e Desire. 
Louisvitig, Ky., Jan. 17.—H. M. Turner, 
D. D., LL. D., of Atiagta, Ga., Bishop of the 
African Methodist. Episcopal Church, ar- 
rived here today aud was asked what he 
thought of the bill before Congress which 
proposes to give national aid to such colored 
people as might desire to return to Africa or 

elsewhere, and replied by saying: 

God grant that the bill may pass. The 
white people brought us dere against our 
will. Now they ought to provide us with meaus 
to leave if we desire. Besides, we must 
work out our destiny, a@nyhow, and 
if a portion oof us think we 
can do it better elsewhere let the 
Nation help us to try it. If the bill meant 
compulsatory @6xpatriation I would fight it to 
the death, but as it is voluntary upon the part 
of the negro let it pass as soon as possible. 
The negro at best is but a scullion here, and 
be can be no less in Africa, I am tired of 
negro problems, lynch laws, mob rule, and a 
continual fuss; and a million of other negroes 
are tired of it. 

We want peace at some period in our ex- 
istence, and if we cannot have it here, where 
we were born aud reared, let that portion of 
us who choose to try another section of the 
world have a little heip. This Nation owes 
the negro forty billions of dollars anyway, so 
give us a little lo emigrage upon.“ 

St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 17.—Letters received 
by W. L. Eagleson, business manager of the 
Oklahoma Immigration Society in Kansas, 
from points im North Carolina, say that a 
large nomber of negroes. of that State are 
going through in wagons this winter to the 
new territory. Ar. Eagleson says there are 
now about 28,000 negroes in Oklahoma, and 
that by spring mere will be at least 50,000. He 
claims they ought to have that country, and 
says President Lncola and the Republican 
party pro o give it to them. He adds: 

“We are determined to take it anynow, 
and we will make it oneof the grandest 
States in the Union. I favor Col. Morgan’s 
scheme to purchase the Cherokee strip and 
other lande in the Indian Territory ex- 
clusively for négro settlement.

CHESTER SNOW COMES OFF VICTOR. 


There Were Six Trials of His Case Against 
John K. Alley. 

Boston, Mass., Jau. 17.— [Special. Chester 
Snow comes off victor in the celebrated 
Snow-Alley case, the Supreme Court today 
deciding that the verdict for $54,573 must 
stand. The action was, brought by Chester 
Snow to recover damages for the conversion 
of 150 bonds of the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany. which were assigned by him to Jonn 
B. Alley. There have been six trials of the 
case. The case was twice tried before ajury 
could be fouud to come to an agreement, the 
verdict at the third trial being something 
more than $100,000; but this was not allowed 
to stand. At the fourth and fifth trials the 
verdicts were $096,587.50 and $81,856.50 re- 
spectively, but both of these were set aside. 

inally, at the sixth trial the jury returned a 
verdict for plaintiff for $54,573, which the 
Supreme Court orders to stand. 


NOTABLE ADMIRALTY CASE AD DETROIT. 


Owners of a Sunken Vessel Suing for the 
Full Amount of the Loss. 

Detroit, Mich., Jan. 17.—A notable ad- 
miralty case and one which will attract con- 
siderabie attention amongall lake marine 
men was taken up by Judge Henry B. Brown 
this morning in the United States District 
Court. The case was instituted by the own- 
ers of the steamer Charles J. Sheffield of 
Cleveland against the steamer North Star, 
owned by the Jim Hill Nortbern Steamsmp 
company of Duluth. June 14, 1889, a collision 
occurred between the two vessels off White 
Fish Pointon Lake Superior in a thick fog, 
and the Sheffield went down in 900 feet of 
water. The loss on Sheffield was 
$176,794, part of which, flowever, was ad- 
justed by the insurance companies: Those 
companies which had settled joined with the 
owners of the sunken boat in this action 
against the North Star’s owners for the full 
amount of the loss.

A crowd of well-dres young fel- 
lows of 20 and thereabout marched up and 
took front seats. A peir of business-men 
tramping home late from work stopped in 
front of the “ig One of them said: 

„ Why. Moedy’s here. We can’t miss that,” 
and they went in. A few professional 
converted sinners joined the stream. 
The professional converted is the dec- 
lamatory person wo tells 2 at 
the revival meetings how bad he used to be 
when he was like them and how much he 
has loved God since he became a minority. 
Be is few at Mr. Moody's church because Mr. 
Moody rather sits down on him. 

Niere I hear a man telling how much 
he loves God.“ says Mr. Moody, “1 can feel 
the thermometer fall fifty degrees.“ 

BONGS AND LOVE. 

The evangelist’s rosy face glowed down 
from the platform as the seats began to fill up 
and the democratic mingling of worn plaid 
shawls with velyety sealskins became more 
noticeabie. It ene more vividly when the 
vacant seats filied up with smart-lovking 
young men, because Mr. oody loves 
to seat young men at church gather- 
ings. It wasfairiy luminous with joy when 
everybody, rich and poor, viaid shawis and 
sealskins, graybeards and no beards, arose 
and roared out one of those trumpet salva- 
tion songs that Mr. Sankey used to sing 80 
muscularly. 

Songs and the preaching of love, Mr. 
Moody says, are nis two elements of strength 
with the masses. Songs were plenty last 
night and Mr, Moody's sermon was all love. 
Its theme was God's Love for Man.“ 

“That man down there,“ he said, doesn't 
believe that God loves him, because he 
doesn’t repent. But God is love, and the 
Devil, who is ever attempting to blot out the 
fact, can’t move it How do 
know that God is ilove? 1 don’t 
know it. Why does the sun shwe f I don’t 
know. But I would as soon doubt the sun- 
snine, I would as soon doubt my own exist- 
ence, as to doubt the love of my God for me. 
His love is divine and wunchangeable. 
We love man so long as man loves us. When 
that love gods we are likely to hate. That is 
human love. Why does a mother love her 
child? The child doesn’t know; the mother 
doesn’t know. But the love is ‘ there—deep, 
seif-sacrificiag; boundless. 

“I know of a young man who Was arrested 
and tried for murder in Vermont. He had 
not a friend in the court-room— 
not one—except the little woman who 
sat near him during the lone days of 
the trial—his mother. People won- 
dered how any woman could love so vile a 
wretch. She did not know. She only loved 
her boy. He was found guilty and 
sentenced to death. When they started 
to take him from the court-room she fell 
upon his neck and weakiy tried to rescue 
him from the officers. While he lay in 
prison she went from house to house, 
to ministers and other influential men 
of the State and be - them to work for 
her son’s pardon. hen he was hanged she 
asked that she might have the body, and 
her request was refused. Spe did not 
last long. oe woman. Lying 
on her deathbed, ber only request 
was that ehe might be buried beside the dis- 
honored corpse of her boy. She did not know 
why she loved him. He washer boy. It was 
a mother’s love, and deeper and holier even 
than a mother’s love is God’s love for man- 


kind. 
GOD’S LOVE FOR MAN. 

“God loves us 10,000 times more than we 
love Him. He loves us, sinners though we 
be, and evén He hates our sins. A mother 
may hate thé small-pox, but she loves her 
child who is afflicted with it just the same, 
and God hates our sin and the mother hates 
simail-pox.’’ 

Mr. Moody talked in an entertaining way 
about tne prodigal son. “What brought 
him back to his old home? He got to think- 
ing. That's what brought bim back. We'd 
have the grandest meeting here to- 
night mat ever was held if people 
would take to thinking! O, if they 
would only ask themselves: ‘Does God 
love me?’ es, yes! He does, That’s one 
thing the prodigal never lost. He always 
had bis father’s love. When be sat there 
thinking perhavs some fine fellows, some of 
the bon ton fellows of that time, came along. 
They woulds't believe his father was the 
richest man in Palestine. Of course not. 
They sneereg gt him and his bad clothes. He 
got tothinxing: * Where are all the friends 
of my prospérity, now that lam poor?’ The 
Devil wrenches a man when de gets him 
down. I want a friend whois my friend when 
Im in trouble. The Devil supplies no such 
friend. Suppose I went to one of 
the Devil's agents and asked for a 
loan of $5. Why,’ he’a say, ‘I wouidn’t 
lend you 5 cents.“ The Devil gives nothing 
away. He always sells. Well, the boy got 
to thinking about the old home. He re. 
membered then how his father, when he 
prayed for the tamily, had always left bim 
to the last and tears bad come into his eves 
and bis voice had broken and the boy cried: 
‘Tl know — father loves me, and that is 
t him home.“ 

So many people were softened to tears by 
the brusque pathos of the stories up-stairs 
that the inquiry meeting down-stairs was 
unusually arge. Mr. Moody conducted it 
personally.

waterway for some time to come. He said that 
they did not oppose the temporary relief, pro- 
viding the Trustees wili give sufficient guarantee 
that they are going to carry out the law. 


Mr. Reiley, unlike Mr. Paige, is a friend of 
this city, and has shown his good will on 
many occasions. When he makes statements 
whicn are not strictly correct it is done 
through misinformation and not malice. 
Neither he nor his fellow-citizens need have 
any fear that they are to be overwhelmed 
with tne filth of the South Fork. What this 
city is trying to do is to purify it once for all, 
and then stop the packers pouring their filth 
into it. Thists the first time Uhicago has. 
been able to undertake it. Up to last July, 
when the Town of Lake was annexed, the 
packers were in another municipality, and 
the city could not prevent their emptying 
what they pleased into the South Fork. The 
authorities of the Town of Lake would not 
stop them, and it was from its geographical 
position cut off from establishing a compre- 
hensive sewerage system. But at last Chi- 
cago controls all the territory that drains 
into the South Fork, and will end a auisance 
which she bas long regretted but has been 
unable to abate. 

There is, therefore, no reason for Joliet to 
apprehend any steady stream of filth issu- 
ing from the South Fork, and it is quite pos- 
sibie it will get none. The probabilities are 
that the spring freshets will, ds usual, flush 
out that bayou into the lake. If the present 
Mayor moves no more rapidly than be has 
been doing the waters of the South Fork will 
not find their way into the canal till long 
after the usual flushing has taken place, and 
they will when the packers have been regu- 
lated be no worse than those from the South 
Branch. 

Nor need. Mr. Reiley fear the Dramage 
Trustees. It is useless to be worried about 
what they may do for a year to come. They 
are powerless for good or ill till the Supreme 
Court has passed on the act and has said 
what powers, if any, they have, That tribunal 
must first say how they can raise the money. 
they will need, and, more important than 
all, must dispose of that objection to the 
constitutionality of the law which will be 
urged with the most force—tbat the Legis- 
lature has not tne power to create a munici- 
pality within another munitipaiity, with the 
authority to levy taxes and issue bonds up 
to the constituuonal limit. That is the 
crucial question. 

Mr. Reiley should wait for the Supreme 
Court to speak before he distrusts the Trust- 
ees. He must be as patient as Chicagoans 
are, who have more at stake than he. That 
is something which he must never lose sight 
ot when he feels tempted to suspect this 
city—which is practically the same thing as 
the Drainage District, for 95 per cent of those 
who live in the one live in the other. This 
city feels more and more the dangers which 
arise from the lack of sufficient drainage. It 
gets the worst of the smeils of the ferment- 
ing sewage. The purity of its drinking 
Water is threatened. it would be struc« 
first and most heavily by a pestilence caused 
by bad drainage or bad arinking water. 
Hence it is trymg now in obedience to the 
orders of the Legislature to increase the 
quantity of water to be pumped into 
the canal. It is the city that must attend to 
it, for there is no other authority to 
do it ut would have deen done 
before this, but the “moral scratchers” 
threw out Mayor Roche and replaced him by 
a man who according to his friends has 
brains, but has thus far used chem only to 
find places for Democratic bummers to be- 
come tax-eaters. II he has brains and expe- 
rience now is the time to use them in dealing 
with this drainage problem, which is of more 
importance than the bread and butter of 
saloou graduates he has provided for at pub- 
ue expense. But whether the Mayor bestirs 
himselt or not Mr. Reiley may rest assured 
that Chicagoans are in tavor of cutting a 
drainage channel of such dimensions as shal! 
permanenti§ and thoroughly abate the sew- 
age nuisance, and that until the great work 
on which they are about to enter, if the 
Supreme Court permits, is finished they will, 
obedient to the orders ot the State, send all 
the water through the canal into the Des- 
plaines which it can carry. Their doing that 
is not evidence of bad faith, but of willing- 
neas to obey the law.

START THE WOULD-BE MODEL PAPER. 

At the meeting of the Chicago Sunset Club 
night before last several gentiemen, some of 
them with newspaper experience and some 
without it, gave their ideas as to the way 
papers should be run and pointed out what 
seemed to them defectsin the present fasnion 
of conducting them. As might be expected 
those who had had the least experience were 
the most severe in their comments and most 
knowing. They were extremely dissatisfied 
with the custom of the press of criticising 
public measures and public men, and its 
habit of meddlmg with personal affairs,” 
such as the elopement of one man with the 
wife of another, or divorce suits, or a big 
embezziement which those who are robbed 
are trying to cover up on promise of some 
restitution, or of forged indorsements or 
raised checks by a society man whose friends 
are trying to conceal the crime from the 
public, or the difficulties of a boodler, or the 
intrigues of an officeseexer. 

The great fault to be found with these crit- 
icisms, whether they be well or ill founded, is 
that they are not practical. Alleged detects 
of the press are not cured by essays read at 
a club dinner, which few are able to attend. 
The thing to be done by the man who is not 
pleased with the Way newspapers are pub- 
lished, because they may have trodden on his 
corns or failed to publish his long and wear- 
isome communications, is to start himself a 
paper which shallrepresent his ideas. It does 
not cost very much. Print paper is 
and second-hand presses are a drug on the 
market, Printers can be hired at the reguiar 
union scale and type bought at a discount for 
cash, All that is needed to make the enter- 
prise a go is to get 
these new lines filisa iong-felt 8 it 
it does not then it is pretty pia the 
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subscribers. But 


the subject. 

It is the current belief, whether erroneous 
or not, in most newspaper offices that the 
reading public—that is, the mass of the peo- 
ple—iove to read about whatever men do or 
think—their occupations, their actions, their 
amusements, their great or good deeds, their 
wise sayings, even their foilies and their 
crimes. It is their belief that the proper 
study of mankind is man.” Will one of these 
critics get out his newsless paper—tne pur- 
chaser of which would have to depend on his 
wife and the gossip of the clubs to know 
what was going on in the world—so that ihe 
public, the ‘final arbiter, can decide what 


kind of a journal it really wants for the 


breakfast table or the evening tea. Drop 
the essays and start tbe paper. 


WHERE THE FEDERALIST PARTY IS. 
One of the Democratic papers which stands 
in sore need of a little accurate knowledge of 
American history says: 


The battle of New Orleans was a great achieve- 
ment, well worth all u cost, when examined 
solely with reference to its effect upon American 
politics, it killed the old Federalist party, an 
aggregation of aristocrats, imperialists, monopo- 
lists, secessionists, and ble light burners, and it 
solidified the great Demooracy of America so 
that the opposition dared not face it again under 
its old name and its old leaders. Where is that 
Federalist party now? 

If it ke the Federal party it killed off 


such “amstocrats, imperialists, mononolists, 
and secessionists” ag Washington, Madison, 
Edmund Randolph, Edmund Pendleton, and 
Henry Lee of Virginia, as James Wilson and 
Benjamin Franklin of Pennuaylvania, as 
Gadsden and the Pinckneys and tlie Rut- 
ledges ot South Carolina, as Hamilton, John 
Jay, and Gouverneur Morris of New York, and 
the Adamses of Massachusetts. It was in 
rather bad business when it killed off men 
who filj so promicent a place on the records 
of American history. 

The Federalist party died. So did the old 
anti-Federalist party of Jefferson whixb op- 
posed it. The latter lives again in the Demo- 
cratic party of today, the former in the late 
Whig and the modern Republican party. 
The latter is the heir of the great prineipie 
of National supremacy, That was the prin- 
ciple which animated Washington and all the 
men who fought with him and staid by him 
to the end with hardly an exception. They 
had learned from the bitter experience of 
the Revolution what a miserable, impotent 
thing a confederacy of discordant inde- 
pendent States was. Years of unnecessary 
warfare made them Unionists. The Demo- 
crats have inherited the State supremacy 
doctrines of the anti-Federalista. They 
so solidified around that doctrine that in 1861 
they tried desperately to break up the Union 
and to enthrone the principles of Calhoun 
and Davis in the place of those of Marshall 
and Webster. But they failed—both South- 
ern Secessionists and Northern Copperbeads. 
The successors of the Federalists conquered 
them after four years of war and sayed we 
country. 

If any paper is anxious as to the where- 
abouts of the Federalist party of Washing- 
ton, Marshali, Madison, and Franklin it has 
but to look at the National Capital and it will 
find it in power at the White House and in 
each wing of the Capitol.

ALLISON'S RE-ELECTION ASSURED. 

In the Republican joint Senatorial caucus 
at Des Moines Senator Allison received the 
fuil party vote on a secret ballot. Four Re- 
publicans were kept away by sickness, but 
each of them sent an instructed proxy. Thus 
every Republican in tie Iowa Legislature 
has volantarily gone into caucus and piedged 
himself to vote for Allison. This makes any- 
thing like a Republican bolt out of the ques- 
tion and gives the opposiuon to understand 
that while they may prolong the deadlock it 
is impossible for them to gain anything by it 
beyond delaying the work of the Legisiature 
and subjecting the State to needless expense. 
No Republican votes ate to be had for a 
Democratic or Independent candidate; they 
are all pledged by the faucus to Allison. 
Under tne agreement made between the par- 
ties allowing pairsin cases of sicknesa neither 
party can take advantage in the House of 
non-attendance on the opposite side. The 
Democrats and Independents have the power 
to maintain a deadlock for an indefinite 
period, but they can gain nothing in respect 
to the Senatorship and ougnt to be satisfied 
on this point now that the Republican caucus 
has been held and every vote cast for Alli- 
son. The best thing the Democrats anu la- 
dependents can do is to cease vexing them- 
selves about the Senatorship and arrange a 
compromise so that the House can be organ- 
ized and the Legislature proceed to business. 
They may get a share of the legislative 
offices, but me United States Senatorship is 
a persimmon beyond tbeir reach. The 
Virtual certainty of Senator Allison’s re- 
election will be gratifying to Republicans 
everywhere. The formal election may be 
delayed some weeks by the deadlock, but 
there can be no doubt now that it will be ac- 
compiishea in due time. 


THE NEGRO COLONIZATION QUESTION. 

In the schemes which Southern Senators 
have devised for solving the race problem by 
Geporting the negroes to Africa they make 
the mistake of commencing at the wrong end. 
They ask the Government, first, for tne ap- 
propriation of large sums of money for this 
purpose without making any preparations 
for receiving the biacks who may wish to go 
there after they arrive at their destination; 
and, second, they commit the still more fatal 
mistake of making the scheme something 
which looks very much like coercion, All 
that the Government oan be asked to do in 
any event is to prepare the way for building 
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son’s mail, no matter where it may be sent 


| or addressed,” 


Of course the private post-offices may be 
used for perfectly legitimate ‘purposes, but 
any one can see that they are more hable to be 
used for illegitimate purposes and that they 
offer special inducements for criminals, 
swindlers, and quacks, as well as for assiz- 
nations, and that this is their main use is 
well known not only to Mr, Comstock but 
also to detectives everywhere. In nine cases 
out of ten a person who is afraid to have his 
letters delivered through the public post toa 
regular address fas some immoral, illegal, or 
improper purpose ip view, apd thus these 
private offices have become the recognized 
resorts of vicious and immoral persons, and 
are used to advance their various unlawful 
schemes, and all the more generally because 
the law has been powerless to reach them 
or to interfere with their nefarious transac 
tions. 

Under the preseat postal System, with its 
rapid and regular delivery by carriers avd 
its wonderful application of mail facilities, 
there is no legitimate occasion for the use of 
these private offices, and no proper pretext 
can be urged for their longer continuance. 
On the other hand, their well-known use for 
immoral purposes and as agencies for the 
spread of vice, particularly among the young, 
calis for their prompt suppression. Mr. Com- 
stock, it 18 understood, proposes to move 
against them by asking Congress to pass a 
bill virtually providing that mail matter 
must be received at home, places of business, 
or at some respectable hotel. “When that 
law passes I will see that these private post- 
offices are swept away with a promptness 
that will surprise the rascais—men and 
women—who use them,“ says Anthony Com- 
stock. Let Congress now take him at his 
word, give him the power, and let him clean 
them out. 


THE FIELD AGAINST CHICAGO, 

It was the fleld against Chicago in the 
House yesterday, and the field as is often the 
case got the best of it-—but only by a scratch. 
New York, Washington, and St. Louis, all 


combined, were able to muster on one vote 


144 members to 142 for Chicago, and on 
another 141 to 186 But for the fact that 
Forman, Wike, and Williams, three South- 
western IIlinois Democrats, voted with the 
combination, having been seduced by Majah 
Jones, the secession preacher of St. Louis, 
this city would have had a olear majority. 

The result of this trial of strength is, that 
tne subject of the World’s Fair is to be 
taken from the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs and given to a special committee of 
nine, apoointed by the Speaker. Chicago 
would have préferred to win in this prelim- 
inary skirmish, but is noways cast down by 
ite temporary defeat at the hands of the com- 
bine. It is greatly encouraged by the fact 
that it has shown on a fair test of strength 
that it has jus} aboutas many votes as its 
three competitors put together. It has proved 
to the satisfaction of the people that it is the 
only place deserving of the World’s Fair, 
and that itis the only one which can count 
on final triumph. For it must be remembered 
that this alliance of all the cities will neces- 
sarily break up when it comes to selecting a 
site. New York, Weshington, and St. Louis 
have momentarily united against Chicago. 
When an attempt is made 40 designate one of 
them as the site all the owers will vote 
against it. | 

What remains for Chicago, therefore, is to 
play a waiting game, confident that when 
each of its competitors has shown its weak- 
ness the prize Will drop into Chicago’s lap. 
When St. Louis, for instance, has failed to 
knock the persimmon its forces will disband 
and scatter. They catinot be concentrated 
on any seaboard city. Majah Jones cannot 
carry his three Lilinoisan disciples that far, 
nor many of his Missourians or Arkansans 
or Texans. Chicago will hold what she has 
—almost a majority—and will pick up many 
other votes. At present the *field’’ seems 
to be a littie ahead. but the future belongs 
to Chicago. It need only wait and keep cool 
and it will enter into the kingdom prepared 
for the saints. 


LIMITS OF WHEAT CULTURE. 

It is a remarkable fact that the wheat crop 
of the United States end Territories has at 
no time exceeded the 512,764,000 bushels esti- 
mated to have been raised in 1884. That was 
a phenomenal yield which has not since been 
equaled, though there has been a wide exten- 
sion of area devoted to wheat-growing in the 
Northwest and attempts have been made at 
enlarging ‘that on the Pacific slope. The 
nearest approach to the maximum is the 
490,500,000 bushels said to have been raised 
last year for a population at home which is 
fully 8,000,000 greater, while the import needs 
of Great Britain have much iucreased, being 
now rated at about 140,000,000 bushels per 
year. 

There is no good reason to expect that the 
named limit of wheat production will be 
soon surpassed, On the contrary the ind: 
cations are that the ver capita yield of 
wheat in this country will never be much 
greater than now, but rather that it is liavie 
to decrease. The winter-wheat area has 
been confessedly well occupied for several 
years past. In the Northwest the culture of 
spring wheat has been pushed to excess, as 
testified to by the partial failure of the last 
two crops in the region which lies consider- 
ably west of the Red River Valley. The re- 
mark will hold good if extended to take in 
the Canadian territory on this continent. 
Big tales have been told of the wonderful 
fertility of vast areas to the north of 
the Dakotas and beyond them to the Rockies 
as capable of raising all the wheat nepded for 
bread on this continent and in the British 
Isles. But this is all a mistake. It is now 
definitely ascertained that the area north of 
our border which is adapted to wheat culture 
is ali comprised in a strip about 7> miles 
wide, north of our line, and 200 miles west of 
Winnipeg. This lies in tne Manitone region, 
with a smaller portion in the Assiniboin 
Valley. The whole of this area is not fit for 
the purpose, bemmg too dry, and outside of it 
none is fil. Further west the arid conditions 
prevail which have been found so disastrous 
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less quantity of wheat owing to di : 

acreage. The only part to which we can look 
under natural tions for a material ex- 
tension is on thé other side of the continent. 


The Pacific slope north of Washington. 


is washed by waters that bear with them 
the genial temperatures of an équatorial 
current in the Paoifie Ocean, similar to 
that which laves the shores of Western Bu- 
rope and carries into much higher latitudes 
than ours the limits of habitability and ce- 
real culture. 

Yet there is one other source to which 
the country may look for bread supplies at 
some time in the future, but it belongs to the 
domain of tne artificial, and probably will be 
availed of but slowly. It wid come from the 
sub-mountainous areas when they bave been 
intersected by canals for furnishing irriga- 
tion to lands otherwise too dry to be fit for 
anything but the raising of a scanty pastur- 
age. The experiment has been successful in 
limited areas, and brilliant promises are 
given out of the resulta to be obtained, all of 
which may not be realized, The cropping 
out of alkali trom the soil threatens to pre- 
veat any long continued culture of the wheat 
plant on lands which may yield luxuriant 
crops of other cereals and the grasses to re- 
pay the farmer for his toil. 

There is not, then, much room to appre- 
hend any such oversupply of wheaten food 
in this part of the world as has recently 
been talked of by some who claim that the 
country is going to the dogs” because of its 
inability to cbusume and sell the immense 
stores of cereal food that will be forced upon 
it by the improved farming processes ot the 
next few years. It rather locke as if the 
glutting of the world’s storehouses which 
has forced down prices to the starvation point 
for the producer of breadstuffs had not only 
reached its limit but passed ft, ana at least 
that the constitutional bear will not much 
longer have the market conditions over- 
whelmingly ie his favor. 


Ar last the successor to Henry Ward 
Beecher bas been found in the person of Dr. 
Lyman Abbot, who, in his installauon state- 
ment of belief, freely admitted that his che- 
ological beliefs had been changed and his 
spiritual visien enlarged by the influence of 
Mr. Beecher’s preaching. So far. as the dog- 
ma of probation and future punishment is 
concerned tie following extract from his 
statement will show how completely he has 
passed under Mr. Beecher’s cheerful view of 
the Divine Being aud His ultimate purposes: 


My faith in God reste iu my faith in Christ as 
God manifest ia the fesh—trot as God and man, 
but as God ix man. The dogma of the decisive 
nature of this world’s probation for every man 1 
repudiate as uhscriptural. The hy sig that 
Christ will be presented in another life to all who 
have not known Him here I do not accept, for 
lack of evidénce to support . 1 cannot 
offer to any man «a. bho of future 
repentance, whether this side or the other 
of tne grave. But 1 refuse to 0believe 
that the accident of death transmutes God's 
mercy into wrath and makes repentance impos- 
sibie. and so loses the door of hope upon the 
soul forever. What may be the resources of 
God's mercy in the future I do not know, and 
shrink from the dogmatism which attempts to 
define them. The most awful fact of the human 
life is the power of the human soul to accept God 
or reject Him, What God may do in the future 
to overcome the choice of evil do not know; 
Dut I am sure that He will never violate the sa- 
cred freedom of the soul. But lam not less sure 
that “His mercy endureth forever.” and 
no soul will be leit in the outer 
darkness which that meroy can cail into 
the light; tha the end of Dhrist’s redeem- 
ing work comes not 
kingdom to 
put under His feet, and 1s Himsel: subject unto 
Him that 1 * all things under Him, that God 
may be all in all; and that when that glad day 
comes the song of rejoicing will rise from every 
creature in heaven and oa the earth, and under 
the earth, and such as are in the seas. If there 
are then auy voices not joining iu that choral of 
redeeming love I believe it will be because they 
are silent in that second deata from which there 
is no resurrection. Endless conscious sin I do 
not believe in. I couldeadure the thought of 
endless suffering; but not of sin growwg ever 
deeper, darker, more awful. It has grown to me 
unthinkable; I believe it is unscriptural. 


It is apparent that no minister professing 
less than this would have stood any chance 
of peing called te the pulpit once occupied by 
Mr. Beecher, but all the same Dr. Abbotts 
views will de considered shocaing, if not 
heretical, by those who still cling to the Cal- 
Vinistic views and believe that God is a God 
of wrath. If Dr, Abbott succeeds in preach- 
ing the evangel of love with anything like 
the eloquence and courage of his predecessor 
he wil: eventually succeed in ighting up many 
of toe dark places. 
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Tun somewhat sensational Chester Turney 
affair has beeu brought to an end in lowa by 
Gov. Larrabee releasing the prisoner from 
the penitentiary on a pardon conditioned on 
good behavior. It will be remembered that 
the women who conducted the agitation for 
Turney’s parden became greatly exasperated 
because the Governor published a part of 
the official recerd in his office, and for so do- 
ing they actually induced a grand jury to 
indict him for libel and he was made to act 
as defendant iu a farcical trial in a criminal 
court. Under these circumstances the Goy- 
ernor did not feel that he could turn an un- 
doubtedly guilty prisoner out of the peni- 
tentiary to be made a hero of by senti- 
mentalists, allhough he had no doubt 
the sentence was excessive and should 
be reduced by a pardon. According 
ly he waited until the close of 
his term before granting the release. To all 
appearance the Governor bas acted magnani- 
mously and jugily. Young Turney was nota 
professional criminal, but a boy: with his 
head turned by yellow-baok literature, and 
while his petty burglaries deserved punish- 
ment the sentence of fifteen years was un- 
reasonably severe. Such excessive punish- 
ment aroused sympathy and indignation ana 
caused the appeal to the Governor for pardon 
to take the form of an emotional crusade, 
and when the Governor refused to act the 
excited women had him indicted. The Goy- 
ernor was acquitted, however, and now that 
Turney is out af the penitentiary after being 
sufficieutly pubished the most sensatidnal 
affair in the Larrabee Administration is fitly 
concluded.

sIOUX CITY'S SWINDLER IN DEMAND. 


B. Simpson of Many Aliases Didn't Confiae 
His Operations to That City. 

Srovx Ciry, Ia., Jan. 17.—[Special.]—Num- 
erous telegrams have been received from 
various banks that have been swindied by 
the forger who has operated under a great 
many aliases and who was captured at Sid- 
ney, Neb., and brought here this morning. 
Twelve banks have been heard from so far 
which have stffered in amounts ranging 
from €1,500 to $4,000. The swindier is posi- 
tively identified as the man who secured 
$2,000 on a forged draft from a Mankato 
(Minn.) bank, $2500 from. the Sioux 
City Savings Bank, and’ 51.500 from 
the Central City, Neb., Bank. 
At Mankato he assumed such 
an air of innocence that he actually induced 
the cashier to tle the package of bills to his 
stocking. At Sioux City he represented him- 
self as President of the Bristol (Tenn.) Na- 
tional Bank. His Sioux City alias was B. 
Simpson, but he has a dozen other names. 
His true nameis A. Larkin ana his residence 
for years has been Parsons, Kas. He has 
a sister living there and it is 
known that he owns a large amount 
of property. A representative of the bank 
has gone to Parsons to attach his property. 
Immediately after his arrest he sent a cipher 


‘telegram tol F. Tindern at Parsons. His 


plan of operations has been to appear in a 
community as a religious imposter and in 
scores of places he has been abie to get large 
sums of money on forged drafts. Four 
weeks ago he appeared at Sidney, Neb., as the 
Rev. A, Benton and secured the indorsement 
of the Methodist presiding elder. He 
preached several times. He is highly edu- 
cated and afine orator, about 60 years old, 
and bas white hair and a beard. In an in- 
terview today he admitted that he had 
sinned, but explained that he had once been 
bitten by a poisonous snake, and that for 
weeks at a time since then he has not known 
what he was doing.

For a young man seeking a useful and 
pleasant method of disposing of his leisure 
time there is an unusual fascination in the 
life of a rational guardsman.

Of the whole regiment three out of every 
four men have received decorations of one 
kind or.another. In regard to rifle practice 
it has an almost unequaled record. there being 
ninety-three sharpsbooters, and four of them 
of exceptional ability. At the close of the 
Anarchist troubles the citizens presented 
the regiment with a Gatling gun, tne charge 
of which was given to tne squad under Capt. 
Eddy of Company F. For efficiency in the 
use of this weapon the squad has received 
the highest praise, and it would be an insane 
mob that would put this skill to the test. 

As an incentive to indiviaual merit the 
regiment provides various prizes every.year, 
those for length of service being perhaps the 
most coveted.

of a better quality than will the finest acres of 
California is to be bad there with plenty of water 
at one-tenth the California price. And when the 
crop is ready it is 4,000 miles nearer market than 
the California crop. : 

“New Mexico has been dreadfully handi 
by imperfect, land titles. When the Territory 
was ceded to the United States it was under the 
agreement that old Mexican titles should be con- 
firmed.
